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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/29/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "a single 
unitary device) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Additionally, applicant argues, regarding Newby, that since the shield 140a and collar 
90a are connected to a conventional IV infusion set 200 then "There is therefore nothing 
"integral". See arguments dated 3/29/2004. According to Merriam Webster online dictionary 
integral means:

The term 
formed does not automatically evoke molded as applicant is asserting. Additionally a "unit" is 
not inherently a molded device. A "unit" could quite rationally be a device that is comprised of
